Grounds (which propertionably improveth the ſtock and 
riches of the Nation) that ſome Men might ſtill have the

If theſe Men could alleadge, that by this improvement 
of the dry and barren Ground, their rich Grounds were 
made poorergor leſs fruitful, or that what was abated in 
their Lands was uw by Forraigners, and not by their 
own ſcllow Subjeds (which fecureth rhe Kingdome from 
any loſs) they had more c olour ofreaſon on their ſide; 
bur in this caſe they have none at all : For as the Com.
